confusing. What I get form it is a bunch of 
so called punk rockers looking for a fight with 
anybody. It gives a negative attitude of what 

B unk really is/ Not very artistic are they?/I 
link the picture is very damaging and I don't 
think it accurately depicts the scene (at least 
the one in Indiana). I would feel differently 
if the one guy wasn't carrying an axe. If he 
wasn’t it might have been ok showing angry 
punks. Also what's damaging is the way they 
are portrayed with mohawks, skins, spikes. 
When I go to a show the majority of people 
DO NOT look like that. I think stuff like that 
draws in a lot of people only interested in 
the fashion part of it 'which isn’t bad because 
at least they are listening to the music). But 
I don t think it really portrays the scene.

Punks! Libertarianism is not for 
youl Don't be fooled like the Hippies 
werelllll! I recently read e letter 
in Flipside 840 written by someone 
named Steve Crusinberry. He touted 
the Libertarian Party and suggested 
that punks should join up now and 
do something constructive instead 
of dreaming about anarchy. Bad advice. 
The Libertarian Party appears to 
be a group of reasonable men trying 
to bring saninty to a society out of 






control with to many laws. It looks 
enticing to young people who find 
drug and sex laws ridiculous. It also 
looks enticing to older people because 
of its dedication to tax reform and 
opposition to Hayden/Fonda economics. 
But don't be fooled! Libertarianism 
is a right wing economic philosophy 
and one of the prime influences behind 
Reaganomics. The difference between 
it and anarchy is that Libertarians 
still believe in money. The "Natural 
Law" which Crusinberry mentioned 
refers to free interprise and letting 
businessmen run their businesses 
without the hindranfe of federal 
regulations such as antitrust laws.

People who live there would 
have never heard new music if it 
weren't for T.T. Most probably a 
local scene grew up around T.T and 
anyone in Hickville who thinks about 
anything except corn as high as an 
elephant's eye does so because of 
T.T. Related to this are a few things 
I see reflected in the fanzines and 
in my trips around. The first is that 
everywhere I go people say that the 
scene in their local town is 3hitty 
and that nobody cares.

THE DICKS finally got to play L.A.III 
And we finally got to interview them. 

Here is the interview, compleated 
in bad conditions upstairs at the Cathay 
just before their first full gig in our 
city. This is a whole new hand of 
Dicks from the ones on their album, 
they are Gary (singer and only original 
member). Lynn (drummer and former 
member of the Wrecks, a famous 
all female band from Reno). Sebastian 
(bassist from germany. who u3ed 
to bo in D.R.I.J. and Tim (guitarist 
from Michigan and also plavs in the 
12 Year Olds). They were all present 
for the interview and this is what 

they had to say. 

Al': ’ How' many times have you tried 
to play L.A.? 

Gary: actually it's only been about 
4 times seriously. the rumor has 
grown and grown and in the last MRR 
it said something like 12 times. Its 
been 4 times literally and at least 

3 other times that we’ve heard about 
and had to cancel, shows we had 
nothing to do with and people just 
hoped to get us on the bill. 4 times 
really, we would have liked to play 
here more but we had all kinds of 
weird problems, one time we were 
coming back off tour and 3 other 

members in the band got busted so 
we couldn't make the (L.A.) show. 

Another show people had quit the 
band so we couldn't do it. Everybody 
in the band is new except me.... We 
are not just a Texas band anymore, 
we're international. Germany. Nevada. 
Michigan and Texas. 

Al: You're the original dick... 

Gary: The original, but not the best. 
The old band is doing some things 
in Texas, we're still friends. I just 
came out to San Francisco and found 
a new band. We play some of the 
old Dicks things that I had a big hand 
in writing, plus we have a lot of new 
things that the new band has done 
together. And we have a new 7 inch 
coming out (on R Radical).... 

Al: You don't play anything right? 

Gary: I just play microphone... 

Al: Well since the rest of the band 
is new is the Dicks sound that 
different? 

Gary: Hopefully, we don t want to

Debbie: Hi I'm Debbie the Dicks 
manager. I managed the old Dicks 
and now I manage the new Dicks— 
the new Dicks do sound different, 
very tight, very good, there’s a change 
of sound but the Dicks were ready 
for a change of sound.

First of all. Cucifix are on the Corpus 
Christi label and not the Crass label, 
the label produces 7’ EPs with other 
bands that express ideas in their 
lyrics and music that are in agreement 
with the Crass philosphy. Crass label 
EPs are easily recognised by their 
high-contrast blak and white cover 
graphics: titles in a black circle with 
stencil letters. Corpus Christi. on 
the other hand, is a label initiated 
by the Crass and Southern Studios 
which allows bands complete freedom 
to realize their own project (12 or 
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7'. graphics, recording, promotion, 
etc.) within an agreeable budjet-. 
There are no contracts signed: each 
recorded project stands on its own. 
Therefore, it's impossible for a band 
to be dropped from either the Crass 
or Corpus Christi label. If a band 
does not wish to have its record 
repressed and distributed through 
Exitstencil. other arrangements can 
be made. Crass offer complete support 
to the bands and projects that they 
commit to vinyl and would never 
withdraw that support because of 

^ joal squabbles within a particular 
. Ok? I have informed Crass 
via Southern Studios that Jake decided 
to leave the band for personal reasons 
and that Drew and guitar have boarded 
the bus. There have been no negative 
repercussions.

Hud: What inspired you to become 
anarchists? 

Rene: Well, we're like, um personal 
anarchists, we're not gonna go out 
like.... circle a. that's just part of 
the scene, it's just.... 

Greg: You just associate punks with 
the circled A now. it's just on their 
jacket or on their arm. we're more 

f iersonal. we don't stress it on anybody, 
n our own conversations we talk 
about it. that's about it... 

Rene: We don't go flaunting "anarchy" 
and stuff. 

Al: How did this come about? 

Greg: At first, close to two years 
ago. we were just excited about getting 
a band together. This is my first 
band, and Rene’s first band, and we 
had another guitarist at first, a guy

It's so easy to be a punk, go out to 
a gig. get drunk, hang out. be cool, 
spike your hair, this and that... it’s 
so much harder to be really involved 
and try to learn other things, and 
to carry on intelligent conversations 
rather than "Where are you gonna 
hang out?" They want punk to be 
just a big joke, and I don't believe 








tnat. That's so stupid. Back in their 
mind they know we're right and it 
disturbs them. 

Al: Is it hard for you guys to be 
vegitarians? 

Brendan: No. I read a lot of books 
on it. and one day just decided to 
do it. I went to poultry first, but 
then I stopped thst. 

Greg: You look at a piece of meat, 
end there's so many factors that 
go into it - first there's children 
starving... then all the pain and 
suffering of just one cow. stuck in 
a box and stuffed, and right off the 
bat you know it's unhealthy. My mom 
. she tries to understand what we 
do and she makes efforts but she 
says "it's a fact that if you don't 
eat meat you'll get sick", and I go 
it's a proven fact that if you smoke 
cigarettes you're gonna die even 
faster, you smoke cigarettes every 
fucking single day. you can't say 
shit about me.

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CHEETAH CHROME AND THE MOTHFRFUCKERS are 
lone of Italys oldest punk bands, this December Antonio . 
their bass player was in California and we got a chance 
to talk to him about his band and the punk scene in Italy.... 

I Antonio is also involved in GDHC [which stands for Gran 
Degatto Hardcore - I hope the spelling is right!), which 
I is a group of 9 people from different bands and fanzines 
that try to promote the bands, find places to practice and 
play and create a distribution network for their stuff. Antonio 
| also works on an Italian fanzine called "Brains Out". He 
is definitily active in his scene, which is mainly the Toscana 
region of Italy — 

I Antonio: In my town there are about 12 punks, and when 
I the most famous punk band in all of Italy have a aig there 
I are no more than 300 people there. My band is the oldest 
I band in Italy, we started back in 1978. and we have the 
I same line up today. There are about 1500 punks in all of 
Italy, not any more than that. To move from place to place 
is very expensive so the punks usually don’t travel so much. 
The most famous band is mine, then probably I Refuse 
lit from Florence. We have a tape that we put out together 
(with 33 soncs on it. The longest tape from Italy. Crash 
I Box from Milano were big, but they split up. Also the 
Wretched from Milano are bio. Then there are bands really 
1 involved in politics, like RAF Punk from Bologna. To me 
the best band is War Dogs and they're from Lucca, which 
I is about 15 Km from Pisa (where Antonio lives). They are 
really wild, they have songs like Black Flags "Scream". 

I they're great. In Rome they have Shotgun Solution, they 
1 u3Cd to DC into Oi music but their new single is more heavy 
metal. Bloody Riot is also from Rome. From Sardeane 
we have P.S.A. Then we have Raw Power from near Bologna. 
Then there are bands that arn't hardcore but are still good. 

I like the Useless Boys from my town and Not Moving From 
{Picenza. my guitarist plays in that band also, they are 
sfllv or somethina. A lot of our aood b 


like psycho billy or something. A lot of our good bands 

have split up... I forgot to mention Indegesti . Our 

scene is still growing but it is hard to survive. That's why 
I'm proud to play in CCM. because we have never stopped 
playing since 78. alot of bands like Indegesti have split 
up. Some people just love to play in other bands or change 
moods, but we have been in a hardcore mood since 78. When 
we started we played as fast as we do now. we didn't play 
fast because the bands here in America were doing it. we 
like that kind of music. We finally released a single after 
we had been together for three years. And we still have 
the same line up: Dominico on guitar, Sid Migxram the 
lead singer and he writes all the lyrics. And Ale whoplays 
drums. It took us a year and a half to get that single out 
and they fucked us up. we decided on a cover, but when 
the printer called and said bring your money the cover 
is ready, there was another cover. They choose their own 
cover, since we already signed for it we had to pay. So 
the man who was dealing with us got a black eye that daylll 
We almost broke everything in that place, that man Odrzo. 


is very famous in Italy because he claims to be the best 
promoter, but he is just a fucking asshole. We had to go 
thru him to get the record pressed because nobody else 
will even let you into their studios. 

Cheetah Chrome was a hero, he was also the guitarist of 
the Dead Boys, but we have nothing in common with him. 
He was the hero of some comic strip back in Italy, and 
he was sooo cool - he almost killed all of his enemies, bid 
choose that name, and then I put “the Motherfuckers because 
I want to shock people, right, and the only way to shock 
people is to say something that they don't want to hear. 
Even in Italy, where English isn't the best language, if you 
have "I'm a motherfucker" on your leather jacket, it really 
shocks people. That's why I choose that name. 

We also have another demo tape "We Are The Juvenile 
Delinguency". with 15 songs, it was a garage recording. 
One ^de was live when we played at the Oi Meeting [when 
all the skinheads from Italy meet). We played that becaue 
some of us like that type of music, that recording was 
better than the single. And a year later we recorded 
the Permanent Scare demo. CCM and I Refuse It share 

this tape, it's all a studio tape. . . . . ,_ 

.. we had a gig with Fallout and another band Au schulag 
[from Germany), which means rebellion or not. so this 
qiq was supporting the people against thebuilding of a new 
failhouse in Pisa. We played this in a square just outside 
the police station, there were about 50 pigs there wondering 
why people were slamming. Sid was saying a lot of things 
aqainst them like "We are plBying against you. try to stop 
us if you can". Here's a story about one of our songs Uur 
Best Party Ever", we had this gig in a place by the seaside 
called Lerici. During the summer rich people go here, so 
so punks from there wanted us to play to shock the rich 
people and all the rednecks. We got on stage and about 
200 punks were there, we played three songs before the 
pigs arrived. One pig took the microphone from Sid and 
said "You have to stop playing, we don't want you". But 
we told them we had permission to play there, they didnt 
give a fuck. So we started the next song, which at that 
time didn't have a title, so we kept playing and people 
kept slamming. So one cop took out his gun and shot it 
twice in the air. People were astonished and Sid grabbed 
him and he shot in tne air. he wouldn't stop shooting so 
Sid hit him in the neck and the cop fell down. The other 
cop took out his gun and pointed it right at Sid and shot 
at him. but by luck he missed him. A lot of people were 
rioting and we really beat the cops black and blue. They 
ran into a bar and called their favorite number, and 5 minutes 
later there were about 100 cops there picking people from 
everywhere to arrest. They grabbed me by my leather 
jacket but I punched the cop and started running, and I 
was lucky cause the crowd was between me and them. 
Two people in my band got arrested and were in jail ten 
days and are still on trial, the law says that Sid tried to 
shoot down the cop. They showed a video tape of that show 





on TV (the local news was there!, and all they showed was 
Sid punching down the cop. nothing that the cops said or 
did before or after. Now the cops always come by about 
100. and they try to provoke you. they call you an asshole 
or a faggot, that's how it goes in Italy. They see you walking 
home and they stop you to waste youe time, they know 
you well, because there's only 12 punks in my city, but 
everynight they have to stop you and try to provoke you 
till you burst. If you even say "take your dirty hands off 
of me", that's a crime and can be in jail three years. 
Then they are sure you're junkies. They stop me all the 
time and say "Let me look at your arm . I tell them, you 
know me well, you know I am straight edge.. I never even 
smoked marijuana ever. "Shut up. let me look at your arms", 
once the day before Christmas in the central square, my 
parents could be passing by. they made me strip naked 
to see if I had heroin in my asshole!!!! 

.... Irefering to the Discharge show at the Olympic! Those 
kids didn't give a fuck who was on stage, whats worse is 
the people on stage like Dave of MDc were saying such 
wonderful things, he was trying to let them know what 
the problem is. It isn't that we are just playing music, 
we do have a message. But they didn't give a wank, so I 
have this impression that you have the same problems we 
I got. We are 12 punks in Pisa, and maybe 3 or us are poseurs, 
yu got 3 thousand million billion punks down here and.maybe 
every three of them, one of them is a shit. We call this 
oiace the hardcore paradise back in Italy, but it's not true, 
had mere fun back in Italy because I saw people more 
J interested. I see so many people into hardcore for fun 
or as a joke |At a Sportsmans Lodge show. Antonio pointed 
lout to us who he thought were assholes, sure enough later 
that mght they were fighting!! - Al) That's something I 
can't agree with. Of the American bands I saw. I discovered 
j they were just the way I thought they were. I didn’t expect 
to see any super star on the stage, and they weren't. 
Discharge, that's shit, that’s heavy metal, that Duran Duran. 
But the American bands proved to be just like me and you. 
common people, someone will always be just a part of 
the audience, and someone will always be an action man. 
I 1 used to really look up to Discharge, but now I won't go 

I see them again because of what they've become. 

I.... I don't agree with the Crass at all because to me they 
[are fucking hippies, but their phrase "Whoever you vote 
I for government wins”, that's true. There's no difference 
I between Reagan and my president or Maggie Thatcher. 
I it's all fjeking shit. They can change the flag, but what 
I never changes is the word and the idea that government 
I means pressure, means violence over people, no freedom. 
[It's always this way. We have one of the oldest democracys 
Jail over the world in Italy, but believe me we have no 
[democracy at all. I can’t walk down the street because 
|l have aleather jacket or spikey hair .without being stopped 
[every step, they call that democracy? You know what they 
Isay: democracy is not for me! Even the Russians calltheir 
[government socialist, well there's no socialism at all. It's 
Ball the fucking shit. My impression was that they don't 
Istop punks here because they don't think they're dangerous

■ ( as everywhere else) in 1976 mainly 
I because of the strong UK influence 
I felt here. Early punk bands such 
f such as the Victims. Sick Things. 

( Skunks. Enemy Sounds. Coporate 
Body (What about the Saints'?) got 
everyone off their arses, (even if 
it was only to Pogo). Nearly all the 
bands ''pioneering" punk bands later 

( split and got into other "types" of 
music. With the advent of the punk 
"explosion" (rebirth?) in 1980-01 
in the UK Hardcore developed in 
Australia as well. As much as I hate 
to generalize I'll now tell you a bit 
: about each of the major citys in [ 
Australia. Brisbane. QueenslantPnot f 
much of a punk scene here more 
golden haired surfie ( boy and girls) 
here. There is a small but dedicated 
following here. They are plaged 
by fascist bully boy cops (aren't we 
all) and aggro army boys, who take 
there pent up aggression out on punks 
while there weekend leave. The two 
most popular bands here are Public 
Execution.trather slow if you ask 
me) and Tape Loops: a hardcore 
anarchist band. Brisbane is where 
Darren ( drummer of the OK's) was 
arrested on their recent tour for 
being...black! 

Sydney. N.S.W.- The largest city 
in Australia so obvisiously far more 
punx herel (Lots of Skins as well 
(ska skins and opposing oi boys). Even 
though there's large amounts of punks 
here and some excellent bands, the 
scene seems bogged down with 
pathetic violence and "hardcore" drug 
taking (smack, acid etc) which fucks 
things right up. We don't have straight 
Edoe over here. SOme of .Ih 
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bands here, in my mind the best 
Australian band, Perditionttheir 
address- 20 KYM st. Athelstone 5076 
S.A.. Aust.) A few other good bands 
such as the Droogs and Uebortion. 
Again here is bully boys and mindless 
violence. Good ‘zines to get from 
South Australia are D.N.A (c/o 6 
Rundle Arcade. Adelarde. S.A.. 5000 
Aust.) and Chaos S.A.( Simon 6 Mistle 
Toe Tee. Tea Tree Gully. 5091. S.A. 
Aust.) 

Perth. Western Australia- What can 
I say about Perth um er except that 
we nave alot of skins here ( not "Us 
type” skins but like UK and Europan 
skins) and in the last year and 1/2 we 
have seen the decline of 15 or so 
pubs and clubs due to unessary mindless 
violence either by skins. rockers 
or cops, not much left here now. 
On the DK's tour of Australia, they 
played every city about 5 times except 
Perth due to extreme (nazi) police 
pressure and death threats to their 
drummer, Darren by the Nazi skins. 
The two best bands (most Popular) 
are Mob Vengeance. a hardcore 
-Discharge. GSh influenced 
very popular with the punks. And 
Quick and the Dead (self admitted 
Nazis) who have a huge followin 
of skins who leave a trail of "deat 
and destruction" (ha) were ever they 
gol We used to have regular places 
to play here but they all ( or r 
closed down now.

Craig Lee handles the 
early daze, and did a really good 
job. missed a few things, but I don't 
think one single person could have 
done any better. L.A. is a big place 
physically, and one person could not 
be everywhere. Shredder covered 
the later part of the L.A. scene. 
Shredder does not do a very good 
job at all. let me take that back a 
little, for a parson that was not 
involved in the punk scene hardly 
at all. then he did a "good" job of 
rehashing old Slash. Flipside and 
[unfortunately) newspaper stories, 
and various rumors into his story. 
For me it left a lot to be desired, 
and the inaccuracies are still there 
in print, in the one and only book 
that represents us. for all to see. 
forever. Oh shit. But again, no single 
person could have covered this time 
in our history: Hollyvood was 

happening. Downtown L.A.. Orange 
County. Fullerton. the South Bay 
and even the Valley had things going 
on. My biggest complaint tho. is the 
photos: who needed the five large 

F ihotos of the Gogos in their current 
ine up? (Theydid print my early photo 
of them too. thank god). And who 
needed the 5 photos of Johanna Went 
(not to put her down) when other 
bands had no pictures? Again I think 
the editors slanted the photo editing 
to the artier side of things. I guess 
they "look better". And last who 
needed the full color, full size album 
covers. I'd much rather have seen 
a live original photograph (I know, 
the color seperations were already 
done etc...). So now that I've ragged 
all over this book. I'd hove to call 
it a near masterpiece. It would take 
a fuck lot of work to do this, and 
all in all this is very good. You might 
say it won by default, cause nobody 
else did it first. Well why didn't they? 
That's why this is a masterpiece. 

Two more we just got from Las Gasp 
are Jimi Hendrix ^The Spirit Lives 
On" by Nono Hatay, and "Beyond 
and Back, the Story of X".
